Congress Takes Final Action 
on Amendment. 


On the final vote the house concur­ 
red In the senate amendment to the 
direct election resolution by a vote of 
237 to 39. 


The resolution submits to the states 
the question o'f amending the federal 
constitution to provide for the direct 
election of senators by the people. The 
vote was the last step in congress, and 
the proposed amendment now goes to 
the states for ratification. 


The Bristow 
amendment provides 
that congress may fix the time, man­ 
ner and place of holding 
elections 
for senators. 
It has been in contro­ 
versy in the senate and house confer­ 
ence committee for many months. 


Recently the house conferees decid­ 
ed to accept the Bristow amendment, 
but Mr. Rucker, the chairman, has de- 
layed making the motion 
that 
the 
house accept the amendment in the 
hope that some Democratic opponents 
could be brought over to its support. 


The resolution as originally passed 
in the house gave the states full power 
ever the manner of electing senators 
and was objected to in the senate as 
a plan to disfranchise negroes in the 
south. 


EPIDEMIC KILLING HORSES 


Puzzling Disease Appears In Virulent 
Form In Washington. 


Tho puzzling epidemic which has 
been affecting horses in the eastern 
states, especially New York, has swept 
to Washington. 


A number of government horses al­ 
ready have been killed by the disease 
which, in its more 
virulent 
form, 
seems to be influenza, developing into 
pneumonia. 


Probably 500 horses in Washington 
have been stricken within a few days. 
Pathological experts of the bureau of 
animal industry have been called into 
consultation by the government de­ 
partment*. 


Minersville Mob Fights State

WOMAN 
HIT WITH 
BRICK 


In a pitched battle botween the stat* 
police and a crowd estimated at be 
tw'een 2000 aud 3000 men at Miners­ 
ville, Pa., four men were shot and 
three w*ere probably fatally wounded. 


It is believed that a dozen or more 
others were also struck by bullets, but 
were not seriously wounded and did 
not seok medical attention. 


A woman, Mrs. George Well, who 
was standing on her porch, was hit 
on the arm by a brick and was pain­ 
fully injured. 
It wfas at first reported 
that she had been shot also. 


The men who are thought to have 
been fatally hurt are: 


David Davis, who was shot through 
the body. 


Twro foreigners, not identified by the 
authorities at this time. 


Another foreigner was shot through 
the leg and wTas seriously wounded. 


Tho fight occurred on Fourth street 
in the central part of the town aud 
came as a result of a crowd assem­ 
bling in front of Ulmer’s garage, tho 
old electric light plant, to prevent the 
superintendent, 
George 
W. 
Reiser, 
of the Pine Hill Coal company, from 
taking two men in his automobile to 
his colliery.

coming to Minersville the past several 
days and taking Thomas Parry, a re 
pairman, and William Ward, a pump­ 
man, to work in his automobile.

William A. Glasgow, special assist­ 
ant to the attorney general of the 
United 
States in the government’s 
prosecution of.the so-called 
powder 
trust, together with counsel represent­ 
ing the defendants, submitted forms of 
proposed decrees to be issued by the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
in Philadelphia. 


The proposal was that the nineteen 
plants operated by the E. I. Dupont 
de Nemours Company of New Jersey, 
the alleged trust, be distributed geo­ 
graphically among that company and 
two new companies that are to be 
formed out of the holdings of that con­ 
cern*. The purpose of the distribution 
is obviously to create a condition of 
competition in the gunpowder and the 
dynamite trade. 


It is proposed that these two new 
companies be formed out of the Laf- 
land & Rand Powder company and the 
Eastern Dynamite company, the new 
companies to be given the right to as­ 
sume the charters of the old company 
at their option; otherwise, the old 
companies to be dissolved and new 
charters issued to the companies to 
be formed. 


Provision also is made to transfer 
to the new companies for three years 
a fair, proportion of the business in 
explosives . throughout 
the 
United 
States, and for these companies to 
have free access to the records in the 
trade bureau, and all other facilities 
now enjoyed by the Dupont company, 
to familiarize themselves with trade 
conditions and to conduct experiments. 


It is also proposed by Mr. Glasgow 
that the present injunction, which is 
confined to the United States alone, 
shall be extended to all foreign agents 
of the trust. 


The propostion of the government 
for the disintegration of the powder 
combine are acquiesced in, in all re­ 
spects by the company with the ex­ 
ception of the provision to extend the 
injunction to foreign trade. 


Former Senator Spooner, chief coun­ 
sel for the defendants, opposed this 
amendment to the interlocutory de­ 
cree upon the contention 
that 
the 
proofs submitted by the government 
had showed no violation in European 
transactions. 


The defendants 
conceded a vital 
point to the government in agreeing 
that three companies are to be created 
out of the dissolution of the combina­ 
tion. 
For many months the parties 
were deadlocked on thiB point, and 
the prospects of a consent decree were 
dubious. 


The first company’s factories are to 
be situated in New Jersey, Michigan 
and California; the second in New 
Jersey, Michigan, Missouri/and Cali­ 
fornia.

PROFIT SHARING IN ENGLAND 


What the Head of an Industry Hopes 
to See Accomplished Through 
Co-operation. 


« At the annual meeting of the May­ 
pole Dairy Company, Limited, of Eng­ 
land, held in London about two weeks 
ago, W. G. Watson, chairman of the 
board, had this to say of profit shar­ 
ing with employees in his address to 
his shareholders: 


“With the present tendency toward 
large 
manufacturing 
and 
trading 
companies it becomes more and more 
necessary to give the workers a direct 
interest in the business of their em­ 
ployers. 
Although I am in favor of 
going very far in giving this Interest, 
my experience makes me believe that 


the future of a business must depend 
in a great measure upon the strength 
and ability of the ifaen who are ap­ 
pointed or elected to control it 
If 
the wrong men are appointed, the de­ 
cline of that business is Inevitable 
sooner or later. 
Contented labor is 
very important, but it is not quite so 
essential as an Independent, efficient 
and experienced control—this is prob­ 
ably one of the many reasons which 
make socialism impracticable. 
The 
labor unrest during 
the 
past year 
showa that present conditions are un­ 
satisfactory. 


“The old personal bond between em­ 
ployers and employed Is almost extinct 
in many staple trades, and it is very 
necessary to provide a satisfactory 
substitute. Politicians and employers 
must try to bind the classes together 
more closely, bo that they may co­ 
operate and get to understand their 
respective troubles,’ difficulties and 
wishes. 
I hope the time will come 
when all employers will divide among 
their workpeople (in addition to their 
wages) a certain share of all profits 
made (after charging interest on cap­ 
ital), and when workpeople will agree 
to take this agreed share of the profits 
in lieu of an Increase in their wages. 
A portion of this share of profits could 
with advantage be Invested in shares 
of the employing company. The work­ 
people could then elect a trusted rep­ 
resentative to the board, who would 
see the difficulties of the employers, 
and I hope thereby form the necessary 
bond of sympathy between the work­ 
people and the employers.“

On the final vote the house concur 
red In the senate amendment to the 
direct election resolution by a vote of 
237 to 39. 


The resolution submits to the stales 
the question oi amending the federa 
constitution to provide for the direct 
election of senators by the people. The 
vote "was the last step in congress, and 
the proposed amendment now goes to 
the states for ratification. 


The Bristow 
amendment provides 
that congress may fix the time, man- 
ner and place of holding 
elections 
for senators. 
It has been In contro- 
versy In the senate and house confer 
ence committee for many months. 


Recently the house conferees decid- 
ed to accept the Bristow amendment, 
but Mr. Huckei^ the chairman, has de 
layed making the motion 
that 
the 
house accept the amendment In the 
hope that some Democratic opponents 
could be brought over to Its support. 


The resolution as originally j^assed 
In the house gave the states full power 
over the manner of electing senators 
and was objected to In the senate as 
a plan to disfranchise negroes In the 
south. 


EPIDEMIC KILLING HORSES 


Puzzling Disease Appears In Virulent 
Form In Washington. 


The puzzling epidemic which has 
been affecting horses In the eastern 
states, especially New York, has swept 
to Washington. 


A number of government horses al- 
ready have been killed by the disease 
which, In its more 
yiralent 
form, 
seems to be Influenza, developing into 
pneumonia. 


Probably 500 horses in Washington 
have been stricken within a few days. 
Pathological experts of the bureau of 
animal Industry have been called into 
consultation by the government de- 
I)artmentg.

Finds Four More Titanic Dead. 


A wireless message was received in 
Halifax, N. S., from the Canadian gov* 
ernment steamer Montgomery, report- 
ing the recovery of four bodies of vic- 
tims of th« Titanic disaster. 


In a pitched battle between the strut 
police and a crowd estimated at be 
tween 2000 and 3000 men at Miners- 
ville, Pa., four men were shot and 
throe were probably fatally woundod.

A purported deliberate plan of W. 
P. Boland. the Scranton, Pa,, coal op- 
erator» who 
originated 
t%e 
charges 
against Judge Robert W. Archbald, of 
the commerce court, to enti*ap 
the 
jurl&t In an embarraaß^ng transaction, 
was revealed before the house judi- 
ciary committee in Washington which 
la investigating the case to determine 
whether any impeachment proceedings 
ahall be instituted by the senate. 


Allan B. Cockrell, confidential sec- 
retary of 
the interstate 
commerce 
commission, read to the committee the 
memorandum of W. P. Boland's origl- 
aal statement ef the. charges against 
Judge Archbald. 
Boland, according to 
tlie memorandum^ told Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioner Meyer that he 
purposely 
sought 
to 
entrap 
Judge 
Archbald in the Katydid culm bank 
transaction after a demurrer in a suit 
against his coal company had been de- 
cided against him in Judge Arcbbald's 
court, 


Boland declared that he sent E. J. 
Williams to Archbald to lure him into 
the Katydid culm option deal with the 
Brie railroad after Williams had come 
to him with Judge Archbald's note for 
discount. 


Boland refused to discount the note, 
and subsequently his demurrer 
was 
decided against him. In making the 
charges Boland admitted, according to 
Cockrell, that he used Williams in an 
effort to Involve tlie judge in a dis- 
creditable transaction. 


The 
memorandum 
set forth that 
aome years ago the Marion Coal com- 
pany, owned by the Boland brothers, 
ihad as manager a man named Peel, 
who was discharged and filed suit for 
breach of contract, A demurrer was 
filed In this case, and W. P. Boland 
declared that E. J. Williams came to 
him with a |500 note aigned by Judge 
Archbald, asking him to discount it. 
Boland refused to discount it and the 
demurrer was not sustained, and the 
case is still pending. 


The 
memorandum 
aet 
forth 
the 
atatement 
that 
Boland 
was 
much 
aroused and "determined 
to 
trap" 
Judge Archbald in some deal which 
would unfit him for the bench. Boland 
thereupon, according to the memoran- 
dum, set this trap with the Katydid 
culm bank transaction with the Erie 
railroad as the vehicle and, Edward J 
Williams as the agent in this plan. All 
this was while the "lighterage" case 
was pending in the commerce court. 
The ¿egotiatlons were carried out un- 
til Boland exposed them to the gov- 
ernment officials. 


"Mr. Boland was so full of his ten 
years' fight for his rights," said Mr. 
Cockrell, "that his narrative required 
geevral hours to tell, but in the memo- 
randum I merely set down the salient 
points." 


Mr. Cockrell participated in the con- 
ference with Attorney General Wlck- 
ersham later when the Bolands relat- 
ed their charges to him. 


He waa asked if Edward J. Wil- 
liams, when Attorney General Wicker- 
aham showed him photographic copies 
of the papers in the case, had repu- 
diated any of them, as he has since 
done before the committtee, 
"Wil- 
liams did not dispute any of the pa- 
pers," said Cockrell. 
"He identified 
them all and admitted that he had 
signed them," 


Mr. Cockrell also said that WilliamB 
Identified the assignment contract in 
which Judge Archbald was referred to 
as a "silent party." This Williams de- 
nied before the committtee, 
though 
acknowledging his signature. 


On cross-examination, A. S. Worth- 
ington, counsel for Judge 
Archbald, 
asked Mr. Cockrell if W, P. Boland 
had said anything 
about any other 
federal judge, 
Cockrell declared that 
Boland, in conference with Commis- 
sioner Meyer, Feb. 21 last, had an af- 
fidavit made by some one in Scranton, 
referring to a breach of promise suit 
before a federal judge In Scranton, 


"This was a matter not supported 
by anything but

PROFIT SHARING IN ENGLAND 


What the Head of an Industry Hope« 
to See Accompll«hed Through 
Co-operation. 


« At the annual meeting of th« May- 
pole Dairy Company, Limited, of Eng- 
land, held in London about two weeks 
ago, W. G, Watson, chairman of 
the 
board, had this to say of profit shar- 
ing with employees in his address to 
his shareholders: 


"With the present tendency toward 
large 
manufacturing 
and 
trading 
companies it becomes more and more 
necessary to give the workers a direct 
interest in the business of their em- 
ployers. 
Although I am in favor of 
going very far in giving this interest, 
my experience makes me believe that 


the future of a business must depend 
in a groat measure upon the strengtii 
and ability of the xhen who are ap- 
pointed or elected to control it 
If 
the wrong men are appointed, the de- 
cline of that business is inevitable 
sooner or later. 
Contented labor is 
very Important, but it is not quite so 
essential as an independent, efficient 
and experienced control—this is prob- 
ably one of the many reasons which 
make socialism impracticable. 
The 
labor unrest during 
the 
past 
year 
shows that present conditions are un- 
satiafactory. 


"The old personal bond between em- 
ployers and employed is almost extinct 
in many staple trades, and it is very 
necessary to provide a satisfactory 
substitute. 
Politicians and employers 
must try to bind the classes together 
more closely, so that they may co- 
operate and get to understand their 
respective 
troubles,' diillculties 
and 
wishes, 
I hope the time will come 
when all employers will divide among 
their workpeople (in addition to their 
wages) a certain share of all profits 
made (after charging interest on cap- 
ital), and when workpeople will agree 
to take this agreed share of the profits 
in lieu of an increase in their wages. 
A portion of this share of profits could 
with advantage be invested in shares 
of the employing company. The work- 
people could then elect a trusted rep- 
resentative to the board, who would 
see the difflculties of the employers, 
and I hope thereby form the necessary 
bond of sympathy between the work- 
people and the employers.
